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There are two caserns occupied with Soviet troops in Eberswalde. 

The caserns in question are the former artillery casern on Freienwalder Str 
and the former tank grenadier casern on Tramper Chaussee. There are now armor 
troops in the casern on Freienwalder Str. There are numerous JS-2 ta nks 
(exact count unknown) there. At the casern on Tramper Chaussee there is 
a motorized unit. The following are the vehicles: armored personnel carrier 
[amphibious jeep, wheeled amphibian, full-tracked amphibious cargo 
vehicle. 50X1 -HUM 

At the Finow airfield there are numerous trainers, as well as helicopters 
(HARE, HOUND) and about 30 jets (BEAGLE IL-28). The same aircraft are 
also at the Werneuchen airfield (but the number of jets stationed here is 
not known ) . 
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/UNSXrtF a no vicinity prior to 18 April 1959 
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Higway number 9 -> through wunsdorf that passes the barracks is closed to 
cars and pedestrians. Immediately after passing through Aossen in the 
•direction of »unsdorf there is a barrier guarded b" Soviet soldiers and 
VoPo.

96, 
is surrounded by a fence and is off limits to Germans. Pear the station, 
on Bahnhofstr, in the direction to the Hwy. and the barracks, there is 
a barrier guarded by Soviet soldiers, sodqr The military and their families 
are permitted to pass as well as Germans with passes who are employed 
within this area. Thus all Germans working in the tank repair shop are 
ob!i f ed to pass two contjdrVl points; one on Bahnhofstr. and the other 
at • he entrance to the shop.
